|:Transit will never make money, 


hope state aid will cover costs 


: “It will never make any money; we 
know that,’’ is the way Vincent Olach 
described the county’s transit system. 
Olach is one of the members of the 
county’s ad hoc committee, studying 
what to do about county bus transpor- 
tation. . 

Olach said the committee is in total 
agreement to keep the busses running. 
Recommendations on how to do this 
ate expected at the Wednesday, May 
10 meeting of the committee. 

The transit has been overseen by the 
county commission on aging, Olach 
explained, because Art Saworski, who 
directs the transit, is chairman of the 
commission. The committee will review 
this arrangement as well as_ the 


problem ‘of funding. 

Olach said state and federal fisaing 
will vary as it is based on loca! effort. 
“For state aid,”” he said, ‘‘take the 
transit budget, subtract fares and get 
60 percent of what remains. But that 
could go as low as 40 percent this 
year,’’ he added. 

The state has also offered 100 
percent bus replacements after 120,000 
miles—if they're available, Olach said. 


. Bus replacement is a looming concern 


as the system’s busses are now 
crossing the 100,000 mile mark. 

‘‘We think we could get two of the 
five we need,’ he said. If mainten- 
ance on any of the others gets high, 
Olach said, the transit would just have 


to quit using them and reschedule the 
routes somehow for the remaining 
busses. 

Reported in the county commission 
minutes for March 9, Dan Parras, of 
the state Department of Transporta- 
tion told the. commissioners thatthe 
additional busses needed for replace- 
ment-might be available next year. 

Parras also noted that a state-wide 
study showed that fares average 56 
cents a mile while costs of the bus 
service are set at 79 cents per mile.

Country Star gets 2nd 10 acre 


parcel rezoned for market

He voiced no 
opposition to the project, but asked 
the planners if there would still be 
enough industial zoned property in 
the area for other businesses that may 
want to locate in the town. Kate 
Schafer, the head of the planners, 


assured Poole that there would be as 
they had plans for an industrial park 
complex in the same area. She also 
said there is enough other fand in the 
city for industrial expansion. : 

The site is located between the 
Catholic Church and the Top Of 
Michigan Rural Electric Company on 
M.-75 at the eastern side of town. 

With the rezoning, the builders are 
hoping to break ground as soon as 
possible after getting all the plans 
approved by the governing bodies. 

Final approval by the city commis- 
sion came May 3.

Group starts new walleye ass’n. 


A new. = sport- 
sfishermans group, the 
Lake Charlevoix 
Walleye Association 
was started last week 
by Pat Mitchell, the 
owner of the Sport- 
fisherman in Boyne 
City. , 

“Since the DNR does 


not plant the walleye — 


species of fish,” said 
Mitchell, ‘‘we started 
this organization to be 
able to buy enough of 
the fish to start a sport 
fishing program in 
Lake Charlevoix.” 
The organization 
hopes to buy 2,500 of 
the fish to start with, 
and plant them in the 
fall. The fish will be 
ordered this week for 
the fal] delivery. 

One other thing that 


the new organization 
plans to do will be the 
installation of fish 
habitats in the lake for 
the walleyes and other 
species. The habitats, 
piles of brush, will be 
dropped in the lake and 
weighted down.so that 
the fish will be able to 
have some hiding 
places. The habitats 
are planned to go as 
soon as the DNR can 
tell the oganization 
where they want them 
placed so that they will 
not interfere with 
navigation or cause 
any other hazzard.

It took a madness to start 
morel hunt championships

SAYLES 
Mushroom Madness! 
' That's Boyne City’s 
lead-off to many 
Chamber of Commerce 
festivals and events 
| scheduled from spring 
‘through the winter. 
Officially it’s catled 
the National Mushoom 
Hunting Cham- 
pionships that are held 
in a_ secret hunting 
ground that is picked 
or should we say 
' decided, just before the 
event from the starting 
place at the City Park. 
On signal, hundreds of 
people leave in frantic 
search of the tasty 
morel. Hours later they 
return to have their 
pickings counted in 
hopes of making the 
finals that happen the 
next day and then, 
they hope to win a 

prize. 

Picking mushrooms is 
nothing new. The 
contest is. 

Finding morels and 
putting them into a 
gunny sack has been 
going on around Boyne 
City for'at least a 
century. People were 
taking to the woods in 
the spring of 1883 even 


_ as they are today. 


However, in those 
early days, there was 
no organization to the 
looking and the 
picking. Folks simply 
raced off into the 
woods, got their 
mushrooms, and came 
home bragging and 
showing their loot. 
No one seemed to 
realize that they were 
doing it all wrong. 
Their activities were 
not regulated and thus, 
eventually, were out of 
harmony with the 
growing complexity of 
the times. It was 
disturbing to see 
people carrying on like 
that without specific 
orders from the powers 
that be. 

So the Chamber of 
Commerce, the City 
Council and. civic 
organizations decided 
to drag mushroom 
picking into the 
twentieth 
That was about a 
quarter of a century 
ago. 

They all agreed to 
organize the confusion 
by establishing a 
mushroom picking 
contest. 

The idea was to make 
it a national affair, one 
that would attract 


century. 


people to Boyne City-- 
people who might 
spend money with our 
merchants and also put 
the community a little 
larger on the map. 

Local pickers threw. 
their hats into the air, 
going for the idea with 
grocery sacks, fingers 
and all, After all, 
Boyne City residents 
could out-pick anyone 
who came here 
thinking that they 
would show our local 
yokels a thing or two. 
And so the years 
passed, and the word 
spread, pickers came 
from far and wide. It 
was those far and wide 
pickers who stopped 
our local people from 
bragging. Some years 
our people were out- 
picked and some years 
they weren't. the moral 


to this morel story is § 


that it doesn’t pay to 
brag with far and wide 
people around. 
Boyne City’s 
mushroom festival has 
whipped up so much 
excitement that 
newspapers, magazines 
and television 


representatives are‘ 


usually on hand to 
report who picked the 


most mushrooms and 
where. That's because, 
although Michigan has 
a@ great number of 
festivals, Boyne’s 
national contest draws 
the greater number of 
people. 

One hundred years 
ago no one would have 
thought that Boyne 
City would create a 
nation-wide hurrah 
over that scawny, four 
inch wrinkle.

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Springtime means morels to the north. 


For uncounted but 
large and growing 
numbers of en- 
thusiasts, . springtime 
in Michigan means 
morels. Morels are 
delectable wild 
mushrooms, fairly easy 
to find and identify, 
and, generally safe to 
eat. For the beginning 
mushroom hunter or 
the local expert, the 
half-dozen species of 
morels are the safest 
group among the more 
than 2,000 kinds of 
wild mushrooms found 
in Michigan. 

Reading this will tell 
you something about 
morels, as well as 
something. about the 
delights and dangers of 
hunting mushrooms. It 
will not tell you enough 
about morels or wild 
mushrooms generally. 
The beginning 
mushroomer is advised 
to do two things at the 
outset: (1) make your 
first several mushroom 
hunts, whether for 
morels or other edible 
species, with someone 
who knows his 
mushrooms, and (2) 
equip yourself with a 
mushroom book. (3) 
Make sure you attend 
the identification class 


~~} 
When 


that is part of the 
National Mushroom 
Festival. 

Like many other 
recreational sports, 
mushroom hunting has 
its hazards. It’s a safe 
sport for the sensible 
person. It’s a foolhardy 
pastime for the 
ignorant or careless. 

Finding an expert to 
conduct you on you 
first forays after 
morels is a problem 
you must solve for 
yourself. Finding a 
good book is easier. 
Best on the market is 
The Mushroom 
Hunter's Field Guide 
by Dr. Alexander H. 
Smith of the 
University of 
Michigan. Available at 
most bookstores, it 
provides pictures and 
descriptions of about 
125 of the edible and 
poisonous species that 
the amateur collectoris 
most likely to en- 
counter. 

About the only other 
items of equipment 
needed to collect 
morels are a hoop 
handled basket and a 
knife. A basket is a 
much better container 
for mushrooms than a 
paper sack; but use a

sack in preference to a 
plastic bag. Morels 
in airtight 
plastic bags will begin 
to spoil before you get 
them home. The ex- 
perts use a old onion 
bag or a_ burlap 
sack.No license is 
required to hunt 
morels. Ordinary field 
clothes, including stout 
walking shoes or boots, 
complete the basic 
outfit. 

Pictures to illustrate 
this article include ten 
species of mushrooms 
which divide into two 
groups—the true 
morels (species of 
verpa and morchella) 
and the false morels 
(species of Helvella or 
gyromitra). The false 
morels were put in only 
because they often are 
found at the same 
times and in many of 
the same places as the 
true ones. As a group, 
the false morels are 
dangerous and to be 
left alone. 

Latin names will be 
used throughout the 
rest of this article, 
simply because there is 
no other way to 
identify | mushrooms 
accurately. 

All species of mor- 


chella found in 
Michigan have one 
characteristic in 
common; their caps 
(heads, tops) are pitted 
with little hollows, as if 
holes had been pun- 
ched part-way into 
them. The pattern of 
the pits varies from 
species to species, but 
all have the pits. Verpa 
and helvella species 
may be _ ridged, 
wrinkled, waved or 
even quite smooth, but 
in any case they do not 
have hole-like pits. 

Any other so-called 
general rule about 
morels fails its most 
important test: it is 
not always true. 

May is the best time 
for morels in Michigan, 
although they can be 
found from late April 
through June. Con- 
trary to common belief, 
morels are not confined 
to the northern part of 
the state; some of the 
best hunting is in 
southern Michigan. 
Like all wild 
mushrooms, morels 
require other specific 
conditions of moisture 
and temperature. Some 
springs are good for 
morels, some are poor. 
Last year, for example,

was considered to be a 
bad one fo the finding 
of the elusive 
mushroom in quantity. 
A warm spring with 
plenty of moisture is 
best. Cold, dry springs 
can mean almost total 
failure of the crop. 

Morels are where you 
find them. Some 
suggestions on where 
to look for the various 
species can be given, 
but be prepared to 
wear out considerable 
shoe leather in your 
quest. Unlike some 
wild mushrooms, 
morels don’t ordinarily 
grow in large clusters 
or “fairy rings,” but 
where you find one 
there probably will be 
others close by. Don’t 
expect even your best 
friend to disclose his 
pet morel ground to 
you. That kind of 
secret is passed from 
father to son. 

Don’t expect, either, 
to find morels easily at 
first. Because they 
blend into the 
background of last 
fall’s leaves and dead 
grass, they are hard to 
spot even though you 
may be looking right at 
them. For the beginner 
it sometimes helps to 


get dewn on hands and 
knees. Seen from that 
vantage point, any 
brownish object poking 
up above ground level 
may be a morel. On the 
other hand, it may be a 
stick, tree root, 
bracken stub or any 
one of several dozen 
other things. Your eye 
for morels will sharpen 
with practice, so don’t 
get discouraged. 


Verpa bohemica 
—Some guides class 
the verpa species with 
the false morels, but 
Dr. Smith considers 
them as belonging to 
the true more! group. 
These are the earliest 
of the morels, usually 
appearing before trees 
and shrubs have leafed 
out. Caps are dark 
brown, and differ from 


all other morels in that 
the sides of the cap 
hang completely free 
from the top of the 


stalk, like a skirt. This 


is the only possibly 
dangerous morel 
species. A few people 
experience symptoms 
akin to intoxication 
after eating them. 
Grows in rich, wet soil 
along the edges of 


streams and swamps. 


Verpa conica 
—Uncommon, not 
usually coliected. Caps 
are small and have 
little substance. Edible 
but not worth 
bothering with.

[Conclgded from Page 7} 
poisoned by it. Recent 
research has disclosed 
that esculenta contains 
a toxic substance 
chemically similar to 
rocket fuel, which may 
or may not. be 
destroyed by cooking. 
Only safe rule to follow 
is: leave all helvella 
{gyromitra}] species 
alone. The risk is not 
worth taking. 

To sum up, collectors 
who confine their 
efforts to three species 
of Morchella— 
angusticeps, esculenta 


" and crassipes—are on 


safe ground so long as 
ordinary precautions 
are observed. All three 
species have pitted, 
roughly cone-shaped 
caps attached to the 
stalk at the base. The 
other species men- 
tioned in this article 
either are not par- 
ticularly good or pose 
some degree of danger 
ranging from mild to 
serious. 

First, don’t expect 
morels to taste like 
other mushrooms. 
They have their own 
flavor. Mushrooms of 
any kind are better

unwashed, and you can 
eliminate the need for 
washing morels by 
doing a clean job of 
collecting. Cut off the 
lower stem of each one 
as you pick it and 
brush any loose dirt off 
the cap. If you must 
wash your morels, dry 
them thoroughly on 
paper towels. Save the 
water to put outside 
under an old elm, there 
will be spore in the 
water and the next, 
year, you may have 
them growing in your 
back yard. Cut off 
stems at base of caps, 
and slice caps in half 
lengthwise. Melt a 
generous amount of 
butter or margarine in 
a frying pan and add 
enough morel halves to 
cover bottom of pan. 


Do not heap. Saute : 


about five minutes on 
each side. Serve im- 
mediately. 

Morels may also be 
creamed, stewed, or 
otherwise used in 
recipes which call for 
mushrooms, but the 
flavor is delicate and 
easily overwhelmed.
